“The charter of the city was last re­ 
vised in 1875. 
Since that date numer- 
The petition flied at the city clerk’s ous am endm ents, some m aking radical 
office is as follows: 
I changes, have been made and much 


general legislation has been enacted, 
modifying our chat tel- and the am end­ 
ments thereto. 
There is no clear draft 
of 
the 
charter 
as 
now in force in 
existence, and when from time to time 
am endm ents 
are 
proposed 
or 
a t ­ 
tempted, confusion results. 
“Under free institutions the 
people 
are the source of all authority and the 
object and end of government is to en­ 
force their will, The charter Is an em ­ 
bodiment of their will as to the fun­ 
dam ental principles that shall govern 
in local government and it speaks with 
authority to all public represntatives 
agents and servants. 
For tills reason 
there should be no uncertainty as 
what the charter provides. 
Unques 
tionably our citizens,generally will ap 
prove the m aking of a clear, intelligen 
draft of the charter now in force, and 
with such a draft available they will 
be able to 
intelligently 
consider 
the 
force and effect of am endm ents that 
may thereafter be proposed or sub 
rnitted to them. 
“The necessity for such a clear draft 
has 
long been apparent at 
city hall 
The ordinances or body of 
local law 
governing the city cannot be intelli 
gently revised without such revision o 
tile charter of 1875. 
The 
city council 
has in the past recognized tile neces 
sity for such a revision by the c re a ­ 
tion of at least two commissions tot 
that purpose, but the d rafts reported 
by these commissions failed to receive 
the approval of the qualified voters of 
the city or of the legislature because 
there was incorporated therein 
nev 
features or am endm ents. 
“It seems evident th at we will more 
surely perfect our charter by follow­ 
ing closely the practice of the state 
legislature in the revision and perfec­ 
tion of the public statutes. 
T hat is to 
say, first codify or write together in 
one clear draft the revised ch arter of 
1875 and the am endm ents thereto as 
modified by general statutes and dec!

“The Lowell board of trade, an a s ­ 
sociation of citizens 
of Lowell duly 
incorporated under the laws of M assa­ 
chusetts, 
respectfully 
petition 
your 
honorable body that an order be made 
providing for a clear draft of the ch ar­ 
ter of the 
city of Lowell 
as now in 
force. 
“The charter of the city was last re­ 
vised In 1875. 
Since that date n um er­ 
ous am endm ents, s o m e m aking radical 
changes, have been made and much

general legislation has been enacted, 
modifying our charter and the am end­ 
ments thereto. There Is no clear draft 
of 
the 
charter 
as 
now In force in 
existence, and when from time to time 
am endm ents 
are 
proposed or 
a t ­ 
tempted, confusion results. 
“Under free institutions the 
people 
are the source of all authority and the 
object and end of governm ent is to en­ 
force their will. The ch arter is an em ­ 
bodiment of their will as to the fun­ 
dam ental principles th a t shall govern 
in local governm ent and it speaks with 
authority to all public represntatives 
agents and servants. 
For this reason 
there should be no uncertainty as to 
w hat the charter provides. 
Unques 
tionably our citizens generally will ap 
prove the m aking of a clear, intelligent 
draft of the charter now in force, and 
with such a draft available they will 
be able to 
intelligently 
consider 
the 
force and effect of am endm ents tha 
may thereafter be proposed or sub 
mltted to them. 
“The necessity for such a clear draft 
has long been apparent at city hall 
The ordinances or body of local law 
governing the city cannot be intelli­ 
gently revised without such revision of 
the charter of 1875. 
The 
city council 
has in the past recognized the neces 
sitv for such a revision by the crea 
tion of at least two commissions for 
that purpose, but the d rafts reported 
by these commissions failed to receive 
the approval of the qualified voters of 
the < ity or of the legislature because 
there was incorporated therein 
new 
features or amendments. 
‘i t teem s evident that we will more 
surely perfect our charter by follow 
Ing closely the practice of the state 
legislature in the revision and perfec­ 
tion of the public statutes. 
T hat Is to 
say, first codify or write together in 
one clear di'aft the revised ch arter of 
1875 and the am endm ents thereto as 
modified by general statu tes and deci­ 
sions; then from time to tim e am end 
such draft as the wisdom or necessity 
therefor 
m ay 
appear. 
W hen 
these 
am endm ents have 
accum ulated, then 
igain provide for the w riting together 
n one clear draft or revision. ' 
"We, therefore, respectfully suggest 
o your honorable body that a com pe­ 
tent lawyer with special Fitness for 
this work be employed to prepare a 
lear d raft of the existing ch arter as 
amended or modified. 
To 
bring 
out 
more clearly the full intent and m ean ­ 
ing of the revised draft and am en d ­ 
m ents and to 
harm onize 
and 
make 
lear the relation of each to the other, 
some. changes in phraseology will 
be 
necessary and these will not have the 
force and effect of law until approved 
by the legislature, but if care is had 
that such changes only go to the ex ­ 
tent of bringing out more clearly the 
meaning, intent and spirit of existing 
law, such approval will be a mere for­ 
mality. 
This work of 
revising 
the 
hurter should precede the revision of 
the ordinances. 
“We fu rth er petition th a t when such 
draft is m ade 
and 
approved 
by the 
council a pam phlet copy thereof with 
such references to general legislation 
and decisions as shall aid 
to 
bring 
out the clear m eaning of the text to be 
furnished to each qualified voter.

T H E 
EXPLOSION. 


T he 
explosion

The building in which the explo­ 
sion took place was a fram e tenem ent 
house four stories high with sto les on 
tile ground floor. 
The 
middle 
store 
was occupied by R ittenburg; ten fam - j 
Hies occupied Hats in the building. 


SCHOOL DAMAGED. 


H ad the explosion been half an hour 
later a death list of hundreds m ight 
have been rolled up, for adjoining the 
wrecked building was No. 3 school, in 
which were hundreds of children. 
Not 
only was the school dam aged but large 
quantities of w reckage 
were 
hurled 
Into it. 
As it was, soyje of the chil­ 
dren 
playing 
near 
the 
schoolhouse 
were injured. 
So great was the force 
of the explosion th at a boy playing in 
the street half a block aw ay w as lifted 
from his feet and hurled against an 
iron fence and one of his legs broken. 
There was a trolley car in front of the 
building when the explosion occurred 
and the burst of flame scorched the 
(ides of the car and singed the hair 
of the passengers. 


BURNED TO DEATH. 
Those who were 
upon 
the 
upper 
floors of 
the building 
were 
either 
stunned and then burned to death or 
found escape cut off and were suffo­ 
cated. 
After the first explosion there 
was a series of sm aller ones and then 
aine the second big explosion, which 
was muffled and deadened and p ro b a­ 
bly occurred in the cellar. 
While the flames were bursting from 
every part of the building, a woman 
appeared 
at one of the 
windows, a 
m ass of flames. 
She leaped out and 
fell through the fire to the yard below. 
She was dragged aw ay, but it w as too 
late, for the flesh was dropping from 
her bones. 
L ater 
it was 
discovered 
that she was Mrs. Williams, who is 
numbered am ong the dead. 


B U R N ED TO A CRISP. 


Mrs. W illiam s’ husband was a crip­ 
ple. 
His wife is supposed to have re­ 
mained longer 
than she could 
with 
safety in an effort to save him. 
He 
was found burned to a crisp on his 
bed. 
A GHASTLY’ FIND. 


One of the worst finds am ong the de­ 
bris was the head of an adult. 
The 
hair is burned off and the features un­ 
recognizable. 
So far it has been im ­ 
possible to tell the sex. 
The rem aind­ 
er of the body has not been found. 
Daniel Dooley was In the yard when 
the explosion took place. 
He saw 
the two R ittenburg children In the rear 
room and rushed Into the flames for 
them. H e got one of them and c a r­ 
ried it out and tried to go back for 
tile other but the room was then one 


m ass 
of fire. 
Dooley 
was badly 
scorched in rescuing the first child. 
From the front of the building Mrs. 
Jessup and her husband Jumped to the 
sidewalk. 
They were seated at dinner 
and together they ran to the front win­ 
dow and leaped. 
O thers of 
the te n an ts were m e an ­ 
while hanging from the windows. 
The 
firemen came within a few m inutes 
and 20 persons were rescued. 
Mr. and 
Mrs. 
John 
McGlone escaped to the 
top story of the tenem ent. 
McGlone 
then climbed out of a front window 
and hung on with one hand while he 
held his wife with the other until • 
life net was secured. 
Then he dropped 
his wife into the net and followed h im ­ 
self. 
Both were badly burned. 
W hile the firemen were endeavoring 
to extinguish the flames the upper por­ 
tion 
of the building 
wrecked by the 
force of the explosion, sagged o u t­ 
ward and fell upon the heads of the 
men. Two stream s of w ater were in­ 
stantly turned upon the w reckage and 
out of it crawled Capt. Allen and F ire­ 
m an Delaney. 
Both were bruised and 
burned, but they a t once attacked the 
debris with their hands to rescue E d ­ 
ward Slingland, their companion, 
who 
was still 
beneath 
it. 
O thers rushed 
in and Slingland was finally dragged 
out badly injured. 
The ' firemen 
finally- 
succeeded 
in 
checking the flames though the build­ 
ings 
adjoining 
the 
tenem ent 
house 
were dam aged. 
The tenem ent house 
was completely destroyed by 
the 
ex­ 
plosion and fire. 
R ittenburg will prob­ 
ably be placed under arrest, pending 
an exam ination into the cause of 
the 
explosion.
